That the figures reveal a very unsatisfactory 
state of affairs, no one can dispute. Out of a 
total of 4540 Cubs registered, only 1164— 
less than a quarter of them—have been 
presented with the badges, though the very 
fact that they have been registered shows 
that they have become Tenderpads. The 
same is true of Scouts, but in the case of 2nd 
class, Ist class and Star badges, the number 
of badges issued does not oxactly represent

Even then the results are very 
poor and alarming: Some effective remedy has 
to be proposed and the Executive Committee 
18 looking forward to the report of the Sub- 
Committee appointed by the State Scout 
Council two years ago to find out ways and 
means of improving Scouting in the State. 
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Training and Training Gamps. 

Wastage in the ranks of trained men in 
the past has resulted in exhibiting greater 
caution in training men. Efforts are being 
made to give Refresher and Advanced Courses 
to Scouters who have not been in touch with 
‘Scouting due to some reason or other, while 
preliminary courses are left to be managed 
by the Districts, Headquarters are concen- 
trating their attention on Wood Badge and 
advanced courses. » _ Last May a Scout Wood- 
Badge course was conducted at Savege Malla- 
ppana Gudda- with 22 Scouters representing 
various Districts, Mr. B. T. Char, B-A.,D-C.€ , 
Provincial Secretary, Bombay acted as Me 
Scoutmaster and Mr. H. R. Abdul Gaffar, B.A., 
as the Assistant Scoutmaster.

The Mysore District very successful] y main- 
tained its efforts to keep up the enthusiasm for 
Scouting, as evidenced by the activities of the: | 
individual members of the Council, not.

Local Scout Associations in working order. 
Rallies were held in the various mofusgsi] 


centres and a grand Rally attended by 300 


Scouts held for the Scout and Cub Competi- 
tions at Mysore during \the Christmas. Ttg 
Local Scout Associations were live centres of 
Scout Work, Bellur ig again prominently 
before the public eye.. It is the first Local 
Scout Association having its own building, 
through the generous gift of Mr,A,Thammaiya, 
The building was formally opened by Mr. 
K. V. Anantaraman on the 8th August. I6 ig 
vightly said that Bollur has been a model 
Local Scout Association from the point of 
numbers and efficiency of its Scouts, and 
from the public spirit of its citizens. The- 
District may be congratulated on its securing 
its use. 
Another noteworthy feature of the work of 
the District is the systematic training given 
to the various units in all the Local Scout 
Association Centres : thig individual 
attention hag ensured the maintenance of a 
high standard of efficiency on the part of the 
units as judged by the entries and the results 
of the competitions in the annual Rally. 
Mr. H.K, Srinivasa Rao who was entrusted 
with this inportant work of {raining must be 
complemented on tho excellence and 
thoroughness of his work. Tt seems that the 
District Scout Council js committed to the 
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pursuit of more intensive training of the units 
all over. Mr. De Saram, Chief Scout 
Commissioner of Ceylon was much impressed 
with the work of the Council and in the 
course of his speech at T. Narsipur he paid a 
tribute to the utmost sympathy and co- 
operation of the Revenue Officers, which 
found to be a common feature every where. 

In point of numbers, the Mysore District 
keeps the strength unimpaired. The finances 
of the Council are satisfactory, the Fixed 
Deposits amounting to Rs. 7000. _ It is to be 
hoped that the Council would take steps to 
raise the same to ‘Rs. 10,000 which its three- 
year plan wished to accomplish. 


Mysore City Distract— 

The strength of the Units in the District 
shows an increase of 130 over that of last year- 
‘The number of Rover Scouts and Scouters is 
on the decrease and deserves the Council's 
attention. One of the major concerns of the 
Council continues to be the formationiand train- 
ing of Scouts and Rovers for the Procession 
Contingent, Arrangements in connection 
‘with the Scout-craft Exhibition and service at 
the Exhibition were in the hands of the City 
Scout Commissioner. . The only Scout Troop 
for Deaf and Blind boys in the State con- 
tinues ‘to work satisfactorily; The Council 
conducted the Annual Scout Week and 
Rally in January 1937, when competitions 
were also held. Nearly a dozen Scouts and 
Scouters from the City attended the All-India 
Jamboree at Delhi. Almost all of them were 
from the Ursu Boarding School who were sent 
by the Palace at great expense. Mr, D. 
Sumitra, B.A., B.L,, M. Ed., (Leeds), Vice- 


Principal, Methodist Mission High School, 


- underwent the Commissioners’ Course in 
Bangalore and hag offered his Service to the 
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Council: The balance sheet of the Council 
shows a surplus which can profitably be 
utilised on organisation work. 

Unversity District— 

The University Scout District consists of 
two centres, Mysore and Bangalore, 

The Mysore centre comprises two Colleges. 
It has 90 students on its rolls. The Court of 
Honour and the General Body have been 
meeting regularly, The Rovers had a hike to 
Seringapatam, 
Doddaballapur where they had the benefit of 
the rural reconstruction training work at the 
Y-M,C,A, centre. The party had hikes to 
Nandi and Ghati Subramanya. A course of 
training in Handicrafts is being conducted by 
Mr. H. K. Srinivasa Rao, The members of 
the Group have made themselves useful to the 
authorities of the University and to the vari- 
ous other public bodies in Mysore on many 
occasions of which special mention may be 
made regarding the Vagrancy Survey, con- 
ducted by the City Municipality. 

Three members of the Group attended the 
Delhi Jamboree. 
Mr. N, §. Narayana Sastry served as the 
Associate Editor of the Jamboree Daily. 

One of the Scoutmasters underwent the 
Wood-Badge course held near Bangalore, 
The Group Scoutmaster underwent training 
in the Commissioners’ course. 


The Group feels the need of a suitable Club 
room. 


The University Scout Group, Bangalore has 
a strength of 125, made up of units of the 
Central College, the Intermediate College, the 
Engineering College and the Medical School, 
each of which works practically independant 
on the Patrol system.

Kolar District— 


The Council met 7 times during the year. 
There are 7 active Local Scout Associations at 
present, Hfforts are being made to revive 
defunct Associations and also to start fresh 
ones, so that each Taluk may have an Associa- 
tion of its own: The Census taken in J anuary 
1937 reveals a» fall in the strength from 
1980 to 1823. As a result of a Training Camp 
conducted at Chitravati in April, when 53 
underwent the training,several units have been 
started newly. Two Scouts represented this 
Council at the All-India Jamboree and one of 
the Assistant District Scout Commissioners, 
Mr. 8, V. Krishnamurthi Rao attended tha 
Hyderabad Silver Jubilee Scout Rally. Mr. 
B- Madhava Rao took the Wood-—Badge course 
and Mr, C. R. Keshavamurthi attended the 
Commissioners’ camp conducted by the 
Headquarters, Tho District Scout Commis- 
sioner visited 15 active centres during the 
year. Scout Week, Birthday Celebrations, 
Service at the Conferences and Jatras were 
some of the activities reported.

K. G. F. District— 


The Council held meetings regularly every 
month, under the able guidance of Mr. G. 
Sundara Rao, President. The District Scout 
Commissioner Rey. Lansdale hag spared 
no pains to raise the level of Scouting 
a8 can be seen by the number of Proficiency 
Badges won by Scouts, A Scontmasters’ 
Refresher Course was conducted by Mr. W. 
EH. Everitt, Assistant District Scout Com- 
missioner, who has had the experience of 
Scouting in England. This courso hag materi- 
ally helped the Scouters to carry on their 
work with confidence, The strength of the 


Boys has increased from 337 to 463, and it is 


anticipated that with the help- of several 
teachers newly trained at Bethamangala in 


Oubbing the primary schools in the area will 


have atleast a Cub Pack each. 

In the matter of Finance the local sources 
are being tapped to supplement the Head- 
quarters’ grant, <A very noteworthy feature 
of the training during tho year was instruc- 
tion in health and sanitation to Scouters and 
Rovers by the Health Officer, Mr. M. Rama- 
chandra Rao. Two Scouters attended the 
All-India Jamboree and two others took the 
Wood Badge Course in Scouting. As a token 
of their appreciation of very valuablo services 


rendered by Mr, W, T. Hudson, the Council 


presented a Gold Thanks Badge to him just 
before he left for England. 
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Hassan District-— 

The membership hag increased from 640 to 
848 during the course of the year. The 
Local Scout Association, Hole Narsipur con- 
ducted a training course in GOubbing. 
The Qouncil- records with satisfaction 
that the Local Scout Association is working 
satisfactorily, Scouters, §. V. Pattabhy and 
HH. M. Mohamed Ghouse represented the 
District in the Jamboree contingent. The 
Hinancial Statement of the Council shows 
that the main source of income is the grant 
from the Headquarters. 
Tumkur District— 


One noteworthy feature of the Council is 


that three ladies are serving on the Executive — 


Committee, The strength in January, 1937 
was 1061 as against 822 during the previous 
year. The great need of the District ig 
leaders. In addition to two camps where 
about 40 took the Scout and Cub course, 42 
teachers of the District Normal School were 
trained in Cubbing. The Cubmasters’ acti- 
vities were mainly directed towards standard- 
ising the work of the units. There is a very 
useful borrowing library for the use of 
Scouters of the District. Two Scouts repre- 
sented the District at the All-India Jamboree, 
Mr. 8.

eatly enough, after due consideration about 
everything connected with the Rally, from 
the place to the President. 


Scouts and Dasara Procession. 

Now that the participation of Scouts in the 
Dasara Procession has become an “ Institu- 
tion,” it is time that we turned our attention 
in that direction to sea what we can do to 
make ita really impressive affair. 

Tn the first placa it must be realised that a 
certain amount of foot-drill and correct 
marching are necessary. It is true that we 
do not aim at converting our Scouts into 
miniature soldiers, but still, discipline, alert- 
ness and method are as essential to the Scout 
ag to the soldier. Scouts marching with the 
procession in a slovenly manner leave an un. 
desirable impression on the minds of the on- 
lookers- Jt is therefore necessary that every 
District Scoué Council should send only such 
Scouts as are conversant with marching in 
correct form; or at any rate, they should 
arrange to give the Scouts that are selected, 
some practice in this direction. 

In the second place, Scouts should be made 
to march with their staves in ‘ Slope” posi- 
tion. Marehing with hands dangling, is too 
awkward to tolerate. 

Thirdly one uniform for the whole con- 
tingent with scarves of different colours, each 
colour representing a district would give @& 
better appearance than a variety of colours. 
It is true that it is difficult to achieve this 
object, but that is not a sufficient reason for 
not attempting it, There aré ways and means 
of overcoming this difficulty. We would sug: 
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gest that every District Scout Council have in 
its Stores two dozen sets of uniforms of vary- 
ing sizes. These may be supplied to those 
who are sent to Mysore for participation in 
the procession and taken back after their 
return, Shoes and stockings of course, have 
to be managed by the Scouts themselves, as 
they cannot be kept ready for being lent. A 
khaki shirt, a pair of khaki shorts, a khaki 
turban, a khaki web-belt and a pair of garter 
tabs may be kept as the standard and every 
Council may adopt the same colour. Thus 
it would be possible to make the Scout 
section of the procession really smart, 
The State Scout Council. 

With this Session of the Council, the 
tenure of the present members comes to an 
end.:The Council will have to be reconstituted 


on a different basis so that 50 per cent of tho - 


members of the Council would be representa- 
tives of the District Scout Councils. 


In this connection, we appeal to all the 
District Scout Councils to make their selection 
having due regard to the interest taken by 
persons in Scouting and maka the selection 
really representative. 

Resolutions of great importance are before 
the Council, 
the future of Scouting in the State depends 


to a large measure on the decisions that will 


be arrived at in this session of the Council- 
This grave responsibility is on the shoulders 
of the members. We feel sure that every 
member will be guided by reason and_far- 
sightedness and not emotion and a sense of 
falseprestige. 


We take this opportunity of congratulating 


the members of the Council for the contri-. 


bution that they have made to Scouting 
during the past three years.

into Kannada and broadcast them on im por- 
tant occasions suchas fairs, markets ete. 
awd also organise Parent Teachers’ Associa- 
tions and arrange to bring them together as 
often as possible. :

Madhava Rao, Asst, Dist: Scout Commissioner 
for Cubs, I was able to visit almost all the 
Primary School Cub Packs in the City, The 
enthusiasm seems to be quite up to the mark 
and the two training camps of Cubmasters 
held by the Council during the month of 
December 1936 seems to have borne fruit, 
Some of the open units were also visited by 
me.

Proposed State Rally: 

The idea of running a State Scout Rally 
under the auspicious of the Dist.

country, should be nationalised, and as a first 
step the Delhi Headquarters be disconnected 
from the London Headquarters, And further he 
is of opinion that the Indian National Scout 
Association that is to come into being, should 
be directly affiliated with the International 
Scout Bureau. By this Scouting in India. 
would not only attain a national status, but 


also continue to retain the link with the— 


other nations of the World, thus also fulfilling 
the true object of the Movement: The Bom- 
bay Provincial Council has recently fallen in 
line with this idea, and we may take it that 
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the stage is definitely set for the Nationalisa- 
tion of the Movement in India. 

Our Chief Scout Gommissioner’s statement 
sometime back in this connection points out 
the independent and enviable position the 
Movement occupies in Mysore. 

And may we add that Mysore would cer- 
tainly not lag behind in. joining hands with 
the other provinces in their - -attem pt to 
Indianise the Movement.

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Again there was a demand for more Cub- 
masters. The District Normal School autho- 
rities desired that Oubmasters training 
should be given to students of the final year 
in their school as they would be going back to 
their schools next “year, Although some 
of them were outsiders, so far as 
this district was concerned, a camp for 
these people and some local teachers was 
found desirable with the reasult that another 
camp for Cub Masters was held in March last 
in which 42 underwent training. All these 
camps were conducted by Mr. §, Bhyrappa, 
B-A,,LL.B-, Assistant District Seout Commi- 
ssioner assisted by Mr. B, Krishnamurthy, 
Superintendent, Adikarnataka § Boarding 
Home, Tumkur and Mr, §.

It is gratifying to note that with the 
facilities for borrowing books, a large number 


of Scouters both local and moffusil aro making 
a good use of the Library. 

In the coming year, it is proposed to 
increase the books in the library and open a 
reading room. The only draw back is want 
of accommodation. The one room which the 
Municipality has placed at our disposal, is 
being, used as Library, stores and office and 
as such we are finding it very difficult to 
manage, The addition of a reading room 
would mean a further demand on the space 
that we have, If the Municipality can 
kindly find its way to give us another 
room for stores, we can carry on the work 
much better, | 

The Deputy Chief Scout Commissioner 
and the Organising Secretary toured in the 
District and visited a number of units. 

Tbe Scouts, Messrs: H-S, Venkataramia and 
A. Nagabhushana Rao were deputed from this 
District to the All-India Scout Jamboree held 
at Delhi and they have returned greatly 
benefitted by their experience outside Mysore: 

Our Assistant District Commissioner Mr,

His services are being utilised by Scout 
Headquarters as one of the Editors of the

become a monthly instead of a quarterly and 
is progessing well. ; 

The LDisirict Scout Council of Shimoga 
requisitioned this council for his services in 
running a Scout Master's Training camp for 
village officers at Channagiri while the Kolar 
District Scout Council wanted him to run 
a Scout Masters’ Training camp at Chitravathi. 
He was deputed by this council to -hoth these 
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districts to conduct the camps, which he did 
in last summer: ) 

I feel that a word of cxplanatisn is necessary 
about grant of equipment to units. Thore is 
now a rule that 25% of the grant from Head- 
quarters should be spent towards these grants: 
A reference to our previous reports shows 
that we have spent on this Rs. 356-2.0 in

rent year show a sum of Rs. 144-192-9 ag 
spent on grants to units as equipment, we 
have in reality spent more than the minimum 
required by the rule and we could not show 
it in the accounts as the expenditure relating
